As something different, we 
reproduce a letter here from 
which every veteran and ama¬ 
teur mountaineer should derive 
a chuckle: 

On the bank of the King’s River 

"Please cross off the “good 
night” nt the end of yesterday’s 
letter. I said it too soon. Things 
are not the same here in the 
mountains as they arc at home. 

For instance, I find that when 
I would "project myself into 
my sleeping bag” 1 said a whole 
lot. “Project” is right. And the 
"bag” part is correct: but the 
"sleeping" is a misnomoner. 

My bag is about 30 inches 
wide and 7 feet long and sew¬ 
ed up all the way around except 
for what you might call the 
head end. 

1 folded my 4 pair of blankets 
so they would fit inside the bag, 
but projecting the blankets Into 
the bag is quite an art, and one 
with which I was distressingly 
unfamiliar. 

1 have seen pillows put into 
pillow cases, so T tried that 
method. But the bag is 7 feet 
long, and I am only 5 feet 7 
inches high—so you will under¬ 
stand why that method did not 
work. 

Finally 1 drove two stakes 
into the ground to which I at¬ 
tached the open end of the bag. 

I then got down on my hands 
and knees, grabbed one end of 
the blankets, got a good toe¬ 
hold on the earth—and dove in¬ 
to the bag head first. The meth¬ 
od was effective although I had 
to emerge twice for air. 

Then I entered the process of 
( ntering the sleeping bag, sans 
boots and hat. 

First you sit down on the 
spot where the pillow would be 
if you had a pillow which you 
have not. Then you bend your 
knees and draw your feet close 
to your body. Discovering the 
dead-center of the blankets—so 
you will have as much cover 
beneath as above—you project 
your legs down into the bag. 

If you have managed this 
properly, you will now be In 
your bag up to your knees. Then 
you raise your body off the 
ground—give it a swinging mo¬ 
tion like a pendulum—and at 
the forward limit of the third 
swing, sit down again. 

Now straighten your legs—and 
you will have gained almost 
eight inches on your way into 
the bag. f 

Now you must recline on thu 
flat of your back, stand on your 
head and heels at the same time 
and follow the example of the 
inch-worm. Each wiggle gains 
six inches. Repeat the process 
six or seven times and you 
should be completely enveloped 
for the night.

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Cooperation 
Aids Fire 
Prevention 

Because Sierra Madre’s fire 
losses have been very small in 
comparison to reports of iosse's 
throughout the United States, 
there is no reason for us to be¬ 
come lax in our continuous fight 
to prevent fire. 

Proof that our battle to pre¬ 
vent fires pays, may be realized 
when we learn that the annual 
toll of 10,000 deaths from fire, 
together with property loss which 
exceeded 5560,000,000 in 1916, 
caused President Truman to 
sponsor a nation wide effort to 
cope with the fire menace. 

The fire toll has been rising 
since 1934. 1946 was the most 
destructive year in our recent 
history with a property loss of 
3561.487,000. This was 23 per¬ 
cent greater than in 1945. The 
last month in 1946 showed 
the heaviest fire loss for any 
single month in the last 16 
years, 358.094,000. 

The series of hotel fires which 
occurred in the La Salle, Can- 
field, Winceoff and Barry Hotels 
have brought forth repercussions 
that have been far reaching. 
Tragic as they were in los c of 
life and property, these c, 
trophes may yet serve a b 
ficial purpose, just as did i.k. 
Iroquois Theater and the Cocoa- 
nut Grove holocausts by focus¬ 
ing attention on the r' * 
fire departments and the 
fire prevention structure of 
buildings. They have served the 
purpose of arousing municipal 
officials to take stock and over¬ 
haul the facilities of their fire 
departments. 

Here in our little city, it is 
necessary that everybody be a 
lire inspector. We MUST con¬ 
stantly bear in mind that fire 
is destructive and can be pre¬ 
vented. We can all do good by 
keeping in touch with what 
causes fires and abiding by the 
rules and regulations that arc 
so valuable in stopping fires 
before they gel started. Many 
structures in Sierra Madre arc 
capable of creating catastrophes, 
Our rules and regulations lack 
"teeth" to force alterations that 
spell better safety. 

Fortunately our resident! re¬ 
main "fire conscious" and be¬ 
cause they are, much destruc¬ 
tive fire is prevented. 

The summer holidays are 
anxious days for firemen. Not 
only because of the dryness, 
but because of children on va¬ 
cation, fireworks, and the gen¬ 
eral vacation attitude, when 
folks are inclined to become 
carefree, and in a sense. Just 
a little careless. 

It would seem futile to repeat 
what our paper, the SIERRA 
MADRE NEWS, continuously 
prints each week about the dan- 


Having accomplished all these 
things within thirty minutes, 
(which I understand ties the 
amateur record) I resigned my¬ 
self to sleep. However, the res¬ 
ignation was not accepted. 

Mosquitoes descended. Regi¬ 
ments, divisions, armies—limit¬ 
less and infinite. 

I extracted myself from the 
sleeping bag, carefully closing 
I he opening thereto, to prevent 
a flanking movement from the 
enemy and possible subsequent 
defeat by ambush. 

I started a small bonfire, cov¬ 
ered it with damp leaves, pro¬ 
duced u beautiful smudge and 
the enemies fled. 

Elated with my victory. I de¬ 
voted the next 34 minutes to re- 
projecting myself into the sleep¬ 
ing bag. Of course, with so 
much smoke my eyes watered 
and I had difficulty breathing, 
but in an hour or so I became 
accustomed to it arid was just 
dozing off W’hcn I heard r 
crackling sound nearby. 

Twisting my head I saw that 
the brush was now burning and 
disaster impended. I got out of 
my hag and in half an hour had 
extinguished the flames. 

In another half hour I had 
again entered the bag ,but, can 
you envision it—before I could 
close my eyes the pink glow of 
the rising sun kissed the snow¬ 
capped crest of the distant 
Sierra. 

So, as I say, just scratch the 
“good night” off yesterday’s let¬ 
ter and add “to be continued.”

The most common fires here 
in Sierra Madre are caused by 
flying embers, overheated stoves, 
careless open out-door burning 
and the treacherous cigarette. 
That little cigarette allowed to 
simmer in a waste basket, a 
couch, a bed, in dry weeds or 
anywhere is a real menace. 

We cannot relax. Wc must be 
careful. It is earnestly suggested 
that the parents of children in 
Sierra Madre forbid the use of 
fireworks that are liable to 
cause fire or disaster. 

For your good, for the good of 
the firemen, for the good of the 
city and the nation, let’s re¬ 
member that we have been fire 
conscious in the past and that 
wc intend to remain so.

In Warning 

in all probability there will 
be approximately 9000 men, 
women and children killed and 
850,000 persons injured in high¬ 
way and other types of acci¬ 
dents during the month of July, 
in the United States. 

Your chance of being among 
the slaughtered or maimed ia 
greater than that of persona 
in other localities because 
Los Angeles County has the 
worst traffic accident record 
in the nation. 

During 1946, traffic acci¬ 
dents in Los Angeles County 
took a toll of ONE THOU¬ 
SAND AND FIFTY (1050) 
KILLED AND THIRTY-NINE 
THOUSAND (39.000) INJUR¬ 
ED. jf 

The cost of highway accidents 
in Los Angeles County alone, 
for the same year, is estimated 
at ONE HUNDRED MILLION 
100,000,000 DOLLARS. 

Traffic accidents do not just 
happen; they are caused. In 
most accidents the cause is driv¬ 
er carelessness coupled with a 
law violation of some kind.They 
are entirely within the power 
of the driver to prevent. 

If each automobile driver 
could ride, just once, on the 
ambulance or with the police in- 
vcsligators responding to an ac¬ 
cident call and see the mangled 
bodies, the blood, and hear the 
screams and moans of the in¬ 
jured; see the shock and horror 
expressed on the faces of the 
survivors when they realize what 
occurred, I am sure that more 
careful and law-abiding drivers 
would be the result. 

Do’s and don’ts arc not being 
made a part of this article be¬ 
cause I am satisfied that the 
vast majority of drivers know 
the laws and know what vio¬ 
lations are the most hazardous. 

In accident prevention, cou¬ 
pled with education and law en¬ 
forcement, a healthy fear and 
realization of the consequences 
together with a strong sense of 
responsibility for the lives and 
welfare of his passengers and 
others is necessary as a deter¬ 
rent to carelesseness and reck¬ 
lessness on the part of the driv¬ 
er. 

I only hope that those wh« 
read this today will be reminded 
of it whenever they are behind 
the wheel, particularly over 
these holidays which every year 
take such a toll in lives and in¬ 
juries.

design of Ihe dress itseir. Simple 
designs with very few cuts are the 
best background for trimming. 

Applique makes an attractive 
trimming on children's clothes, 
aprons, pillows, luncheon sets and 
novelties, it is done with pieces of 
material cut in interesting shapes, 
or with designs cut from figured 
fabrics such as chintz. Fabric ap- 
plifiud designs can lie found in the 
pattern or needlework catalogues. 
Flowers and oilier designs can he 
cut from figured fabrics. These 
must have an allowance of %" to 
Ic till around. After cutting out 
the design of applique in fabric, 
turn all raw edges on to the wrong 
side tlie amount or the allowance. 
Haste. Press. Remove bastings. If 
the pieces of applique are large 
enough to handle easily on the 
machine, stitch all around the raw 
edge tlie width of the allowance. 

Turn the raw edge to the wrong 
side along the line of stitching. 
Crease and press. Place the design 
on the dress where it is to be used 
for trimming. Pin in place and 
study the effect. When it has been 
Placed exactly right, haste. Fabric 
appliques may he finished in three 
ways; (It with a tiny blanket 
stitch;', (2) by slip stitching the 
folded edge so that no stitches , 
show; (3) by couching. ,
